Continued Growth Callenges DuPage 


The moving finger is writing a new chapter in the history of 
DuPage County and traditional piety or wit are not going to be 
able to change half a line. That’s the verdict of people whose 
business it is to evaluate what’s going on in our “ brave new 
world” and those in the midst of the changing DuPage scene 
who have the perception to see whither it is tending. 
What we are actually witnessing today is nothing less than 
complete transition,” says Paul Ronske, county chairman, “in 
our government structures and their relationships, particularly 
at the county level. Our citizens want to know what we are 
doing and why we are doing it and it’s the job of the county 
press to present a picture of what’s happening.” 


Actually, what the county chairman was talking about 
is the immediate future and how it is bound to reshape 
. county government structurally. 
Today the latest sudy shows DuPage County population at 
460,000. What’s the 1970 census going to show? If it shows a 
~ 
population of 500,000 or more it will mean vast 
changes are certain. 
Ronske says DuPage 
County has got to get busy and prepare for the 
inevitable and not wait a couple of weeks before 
the deadline 
to start 
running to Springfield 
crying, “Help, help, we’re in over our heads.” i 
This brings what the county must do at 
Springfield in focus with what it has been 
accomplishing there the past year and how it 
has teen doing it. 
HEC 
Claude Walker, Addison Township, chair­ 
man of the legislative committee, in his brief report Monday 
to the finance committee which is taking a sharp look at 
county board expense requests for the new fiscal year, told 
how his committee had come under sharp criticism at the 
hands of the county press. This he thought was unwarranted 
since the legislative committee went to Springfield with the 
approval of the county board. 
Moreover, it accomplished 
virtually everything it was asked to do down there. 
“ Our expenses amounted to around $5,000 and the benefits 
to DuPage County we were able to get approved runs into I 
millions.” 


Therefore, he said, he could suffer the criticism; but other 
members thought they were getting the boot for carrying out I 
board assignments. And they don’t like it! 
So we went to the county chairman and said: 
How come? 1 


What are these fellows doing wrong, why are they being kicked 
around? 
“We’ve accomplished more this year for DuPage County at 
Springfield," said Ronske. “than ever before in our history. 
And they were down there because they were needed down 
there—to get things done for DuPage County.” 
He said. Walker was briefed by him as chairman of the 
county board before every trip and reported on the progress 
being made and what the situation was in the legislature 
three times a week. 
Moreover. Walker arranged to have 
various DuPage technical officials, including Ronske, give 
testimony on DuPage needs to important legislative com­ 
mittees. 


Walker, because of his father’s long service in the state 
legislature, is said to have better communications at Springfield 
than any county official in Illinois outside Chicago. The fact that 
he’s a newspaper publisher gives him a plus in public relations. 
The job of the legislative committee is simply to lay the 
groundwork in such a way that DuPage County can get its story | 
across to the right people at Springfield. 
And let it be said that DuPage’s representatives in both 
houses went down the line for their county all the way and did J 
yeoman service. 
This includes, of course, William Redmond i 
(D), Bensenville representative, who county board members say 
has gone out and won support from across the aisle. 
Cook County, our investigation reveals, sends four full 
time salaried representatives to Springfield to get done for 
that county what the DuPage legislative committee is ac­ 
complishing. Cook with its mass population and metropolitan 
problems can’t operate like the other 101 counties, most of 
which have less than 50,000 population. 
And here’s the point we’ve built up to: The 1970 census is I 
expected to put DuPage in the metropolitan class of counties I 
with a population of over 500,000, in the same rank as Cook. 
This means that all legislation that applies to Cook will apply I 
to DuPage. They will be in the same class—metropolitan (the 
only two in the state)—requiring special legislation to solve their 
metropolitan problems. 
“ Many DuPage County citizens,” Gerald Weeks, finance I 
chairman laments, “ just don’t understand what is happening in 
our county. Unless we put our house in order we’ll face chaos.” I 
What’s required now is that some 300 statutes that 
apply to the 101 downstate counties with populations under 
500,000 be reviewed to see what revisions are necessary to 


make them applicable to one downstate county (DuPage) of 
over 500,000 population. 
True some statutes that now apply to Cook County would 
apply here but many would hardly make sense in solving DuPage 
problems. But the laws that would apply to counties of specified 
populations would be in full force and effect unless repealed or 
amended. 


Ronske says this study of the statutes will be done by legal 
talent right here in DuPage County. He favors a layman or two 
on a commission, also, who would represent outstanding ability 
and devotion to public service. 
This is the challenge that faces our county; but the county 
chairman is confident the leadership and creative spirit neces­ 
sary to meet it successfully is also present. 
DuPage Releases Report 
On Use of Highway Taxes 


DuPage County 
In the first of what is to be a 
series of reports to DuPage 
County taxpayers, Mrs. Ange 
Mahnke has released informa­ 
tion about the county highway 
department.

“For approximately I Vt cents of 
your tax dollar, your county 
highway department maintains 
over 240 miles of county high­ 
ways and constructs more than 
five miles of new highways each 
year.” 
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Ronald A. Dold, county super­ 
intendent of highways, reported 
this to the county board’s road 
committee last Friday. 
“Under the direction of the 
DuPage County Board of Super­ 
visors.” Mrs. Mahnke continu­ 
ed, “the county highway de­ 
partm ent 
has developed 
and 
maintained a system of local 
highways valued at $50 million. 
“It is second to none in the 
state.” 
SHE EXPLAINED that to fi­ 
nance this operation, the high­ 
way department has two sourc­ 
es of income, one from direct 
real estate tax levies, and the 
other from state and federal al­ 
lotments.

from each source, y i e l d i n g 
about $2.5 million annually.

Suggests Methods To Combat Wasps 


Wasps’ nests have been caus­ 
ing a problem this fall, being 
found mostly around the eaves 
of houses. 
Wasps vary in size and color 
but all are strong, fast flyers. 
Their nests can be easily locat­ 
ed by observing the direction of 
flight during the day and by 
their “buzzing noise” at the 
nest site. 
The globular, 
papier-mache 
nests are peculiar to hornets 
and yellow jackets; the single­ 
layer, 
open faced umbrella­ 
shaped nests, to Polistes; and 
the clay cell nests, to mud 
daubers. 
Wasps are quite beneficial 
because they kill many destruc­ 


tive insects, and certain species 
are important in the pollination 
of plants. 
However, when provoked they 
can put fear into the average 
person with their bite or sting. 
For control, Stan Rachesky, 
extension entomologist for the 
University of Illinois, suggests 
using malathion and dichlorvos 
in combination. 
In the house use only oil base 
spray or dust forms of the in­ 
secticide. 
Use water diluted sprays out­ 
doors or in buildings where res­ 
idue stains are not objection­ 
able. The dust forms are con­ 
venient for treating places that 
are hard to get at, like partition

Gardeners sometimes forget it 
but September is generally an 
excellent month to plant new or 
move established evergreens. 
Most 
evergreens 
such 
as 
pines, spruces, hemlocks, juni­ 
pers, arborvitae and yews have 
finished their growth for this 
year and have set their buds 
for the next. From now on most 
of the plant’s efforts are con­ 
centrated on root growth. This 
root growth continues at such 
a regular pace on fall trans­ 
planted shrubs that they are al­ 
most fully established by spring. 
Of course, you can’t just dig 
or plant them willy-nilly. You 
must dig your established ever­ 
greens with a good root ball and 
plant them correctly. At this 
season the soil may be dry, 
thus ifs a good idea to soak 
the soil around the plants a day 
or two in advance. This keeps 
the soil from falling off the 
roots. 
WITH NEW BALL and bur- 
laped 
or 
container 
nursery 
stock all this work has been 
done for you. Thus in some in­ 
stances it may be more prac­ 
tical to purchase new, fresh, 
properly shaped stock rather 
than labor with old rag-tag 
plants. 
Site preparation is the same 
for old transplanted evergreens 
as for new nursery material. 
Dig your new hole one-half 
wider than the root ball you in­ 
tend to dig and as much or 


more deeper. 
In the bottom 
make sure there is not less than 
a foot of good soil to which has 


I been added a half-and-half mix­ 
tu re of dried cow manure and 
moistened peat moss. All this 
may seem like a lot of unneces­ 
sary detail. Nevertheless shrubs 
planted in such a fashion have 
a higher survival rate than 
those planted with less care. 
I Don’t carry this care too far 
though. Don’t add fertilizer at 
planting time as it will usually 
kill the new plant. 
If your transplanted 
ever­ 
green is small, you can slide it 
to its new location on a shovel. 
If not, try sliding it on a piece 
of canvas or a burlap bag. This 
is much easier than carrying 
and it protects the ball from 
breaking. New ball and bur- 
laped shrubs can be rolled in 
place. 
When you get it into the hole 
cut the twine and loosen slightly 
the burlap around new shrubs. 
; Then fill in the hole one half 
with a soil mix of half moisten­ 
ed peat and half top soil. Tamp 
lightly and flood with water. 
When this has drained away, 
complete the filling but do not 
tamp, leaving a slight basin 
around the plant to hold water. 
Next cover the soil around the 
plant and a foot or two beyond 
with an inch or two of any good 
mulch to retain the moisture. 
Your new evergreens are now 
ready to grow and give satisfac­ 
tion for years to come.

Advent of another autumn should 
serve as a rem inder to suburban 
officials and residents of the need 
to find new and effective means 
of leaf disposal. 


The northwest area has grown 
in the space of a few decades from 
a handful of country towns to a 
number of highly developed sub­ 
urbs fast pushing into the rem ain­ 
ing areas of farmland. 
What is 
acceptable 
practice 
in 
a 
small 
town m ay be outgrown by a larger 
community which is part of a dense­ 
ly populated urban region. 


Private leaf burning a 
few 
years ago was a cheap and easy 
way to dispose of fall’s harvest 
of leaves. It lent a quaint coun­ 
try air to the northwest area. 


But growth in recent years has 
been phenomenal, and that pleasant 
wisp of fall smoke in many commu­ 
nities 
has 
turned 
into a 
thick, 
smelly smudge. 


Actual population of the area at 
any given moment is a m atter for 
sophisticated guessing. Many com­ 
munities 
have 
special 
censuses 


taken every few years to keep up 
with the growth. 


For example, between 1960 and 
1965, Bensenville grew from 9.141 
to 12,205; Hoffman Estates from 
7,600 to 15,896; Palatine from 11,- 
504 to 19,146. 
From 1960 to 1966, 
Mount 
Prospect 
increased 
from 
18.906 to 30.202. 


From 
1960 to 1967, 
Arlington 
Heights jumped from 27,878 to 52,- 
600; Elk Grove Village from 6,608 
to 16,805. 


Predictions for future popula­ 
tion growth are equally astound­ 
ing. 
One recent projection for 
northwest Cook County 
showed 
population figures in 20 years as: 
Schaumburg, 175,000; 
Arlington 
Heights 90,000; Elk Grove Village 
65,000; Hoffman Estates 22,000; 
Mount Prospect, 42,000; Rolling 
Meadows, 39,000; and Wheeling, 
30,000. 


It is obvious the annoyance will 
not rem ain at its present level. 
Larger 
communities 
must 
begin 
immediately 
to 
plan 
community 
leaf removal and a ban on burning. 
The sm aller communities cannot 
ignore the problem, either, even 
though it is not as immediate.

Swivel Chair Comments 
The Right of Individuals to Die

An uproar occurred in Britain last 
week when it was discovered one hospital 
letting old people and terminal cases 
die 


It is interesting to note the hospital 
directive did not sanction mercy kill­ 
ing. It did uphold the right of some 
individuals to die. 
Sweeping language of the directive 
certainly is open to question. Some 65- 
year-olds are not “very elderly” at all. 
I know of one rather spry 80-year-old 
who started a second career at 65. 
Some 55 year olds are “very elderly.” 
Age. in itself, then, should have not 
had any bearing on whether resuscita­ 
tion was tried. Nor, it seems, should 
"chronic” diseases. Lot of people walk 
around with chronic diseases held in 
reasonable check by modern medicine. 
Key work which might justify the 
directive, 
I think, 
is 
“terminal." 
If 
chronic disease has progressed to the 
point where slow, painful, irreversible 
death is under way, the case is terminal. 
If age is the terminal factor—not aa 
elderly person having a heart attack 
but age stealing away his life. 
If in­ 
curable disease is painfully overpowering 
the patient. 


How in these cases can the medical 
profession force the unwilling body to 
live? 
The purpose of medicine is to 
make and keep bodies healthy, to pro­ 
mote and help life, not to force it. 
The picture of physicians performing 
open heart disease on a terminal can­ 


cer patient is grotesque in the extreme. 
I suspect, despite the protestations 
of Britain’s health ministry, that many 
in the medical profession feel the same 
way and that, whether officially sanc­ 
tioned or not, the no-resuscitation-for- 
terminals is widely observed. 


Rumsfeld Cites 
Our ‘Clear Message’ 


For the fourth time this year, Cong. 
Donald Rumsfeld, R-13th, has entered 
a Paddock Publications editorial in the 
Congressional Record.

Behind the Headlines 
Political Transition

Political control in Cook County and 
Chicago is in transition, with challenges 
facing both Republicans and Democrats. 
“The trend of suburbanization demands 
the Republican Party screen potential 
candidates on the basis of their accepta­ 
bility to the Cook County suburban voter 
before any other consideration,” 
said 
Richard B. Ogilvie, president of the board 
of commissioners of Cook County, in 
a symposium of the Center for Research 
in Urban Government (CRUG). 
“The GOP challenge is to present 
a candidate who appeals to every ele­ 
ment of the political spectrum,” Ogilvie 
added. 
Other goals for Republicans, as cited 
by Ogilvie, are to recognize the chang­ 
ing nature of the suburban voter, the 
emergence of the independent vote in 
the city and the ethnic vote. 
A strategy of emphasis for the Demo­ 
crats, according to John McMullen Ducey 
president of the Institute of Urban Life, 
would be to place an increased emphasis 
on political issues which have an appeal 
to residents in the suburbs and the higher- 
income sections of the city. 
Ducey suggests the utilization of party 
organization resources to develop and 
train precinct workers who are “volun­ 
teers” in the sense that they neither 
desire nor expect to obtain a patronage 
job. 
Ducey’s 
plan 
also 
includes 
a 
de­ 
emphasis of Mayor Daley’s role as the 
leader of the Democratic party in Cook 
County. 
A point stressed bv Ogilvie was that 
a continuing increase in the suburban 
population will not guarantee a Repub­ 
lican takeover. Ile also said that eth­ 
nic origin, degree of education and 
economic position, is more likely to 
motivate 
voter than his geographic 
location in the county. 
“The expanded use of the mass media 
has placed the office holder in a veritable

No longer can a public 
official bask in relative obscurity,” Ogil­ 
vie said. 
Ogilvie compared the middle to upper 
income class voters along Chicago’s North 
Shore and their political independence 
to north and northwest suburban voters 
because of political independence there. 
Also, in each area a population is found 
made up of largely white collar workers, 
highly educated and with a keen sense 
of interest in the complex problems of 
the society. 
Since a major factor in the political 
evolution is the mounting independence 
of the voter, Joseph Small, chairman 


of the political science department at 
Loyola University, sponsor of CRUG, said 
there are three factors offsetting the 
deliverable vote in a general election. 
Small said one reason for the off­ 
setting vote is that the increasing pop­ 
ulation is an independent vote. 
Also, 
the area is enjoying prosperity with 
a high level of employment and people 
are not so grateful to receive a political 
appointment now. 
And the voter today is better educated 
and more aware of issues and candidates 
and not as likely to vote a straight 
ticket if a candidate of the opposite 
ticket might serve him better.

While I can’t judge the right or 
wrong of the Kodak decision, I can 
hardly argue with her premise that 
a church should back up its principles 
in every effective way.

That weekend the white liberal ma­ 
jority at the convention yielded to Black 
Caucus brash demands and adopted, un­ 
changed, a 13-point resolution that con­ 
demned the “imperialist Zionist war” 
and gave Negroes 50 per cent of all 
party leadership posts. 
A Chicago columnist called the dele­ 
gates’ “eat dirt” decision masochism. 
Penance was more how the New Politics 
people viewed it, I think. 
My friend’s 
co-delegates went along for that reason 
although they thought it bad black tac­ 
tics, unlikely to increase New Politics 
strength outside. 
Elinor’s delegation had come to urge 
a third party presidential effort in 1968.

They saw the third party effort as 
a way for the disenchanted — a group 
they believe is swelling all the time—to 
cast a protest vote for civil rights and 
against the Viet Nam effort and the 
lag in the anti-poverty drive. 
Illinois 
Republicans did the same thing, they 
argued, when they marked primary bal­ 
lots for Margaret Chase Smith in 1964. 
The New Politics polyglot rump group 
is bound to splinter. It’s hard to imagine 
that, even in some inner-city areas, it 
could mount a successful “boycott the 
major parties” drive. It could have to 
muster solid bloc support from Negroes, 
who have usually tended to be indifferent 
to the political process, without disillu­ 
sioning liberal whites. 
And yet, should both major parties 
stay hawkish regarding a war about 
which much of the population seems 
to have increased misgivings day by 
day, who’s to say? 
Add a Dixiecrat 
ticket and you’d have the same four- 
party split that swept Illinois’ Lincoln 
into uneasy office a little over IOO years 
ago.

tance Tax amendments recently 
made by the Legislature and 
signed into law by Gov. Otto 
Kerner. 
He said he was impelled to 
take this action “because of the 
irresponsible, misleading public 
statements and half-truths made 
by some public officials for ap­ 
parent political reasons which 
have 
frightened 
and 
misled 
many 
people 
throughout 
the 
state.” He apparently was re­ 
ferring to Atty. Gen. William 
Clark, a Democrat. 
“This tax was made only be­ 
cause of the substantial increase 
in the Governor’s budget. 
“THE ONLY 
suggestion 
he 
made 
to 
provide 
additional 
money was a four per cent tax 
on all services. 
“Under the governor’s plan, 
all Illinois citizens would have 
to pay the tax on doctor’s bills, 
dentist bills, hospital bills, bar­ 
ber, beauty, cleaning, and all 
other services, this tax would 
have had to be paid by every­ 
one every day. We felt then and 
feel now that this reasonable 
change in inheritance taxes was 
a better alternative. 
“Let me start out by saying 
the Inheritance Tax Act is not 
a new law, we have had it since 
the 
1930’s. 
The 
amendments 
changed the old law in two ma­ 
jor respects. 
“With 
regard 
to 
property 


owned in Joint Tenancy, the old 
law provided that one-half of the 
value of joint tenancy property 
was included in determining the 
value of an inheritance for tax 
purposes Now. all the value of 
the property is included, unless 
the survivor contributed to the 
purchase price. In that case, 
only the portion of value actually 
contributed 
by 
the 
decedent 
would be included. 
“THE EXEMPTION in the old 
law. that is, the amount of prop­ 
erty which a surviving husband 
or wife could inherit without any 
tax being due, was $20,000. 
“To balance off the inclusion 
of Joint Tenancy property, as 
stated above, the new law in­ 
creases this exemption to $30,000 
for the wife, and $25,000 for the 
husband. In other words, this 
first $25,000 or $30,000 of prop­ 
erty received by a surviving 
husband or wife, whether it be 
joint tenancy property or not, 
is received without the obliga­ 
tion to pay one penny of tax. 
“For 
any 
inheritance 
over 
this $25,000 or $30,000, the tax 
rate is 2 per cent on the next 
$50,000 inherited by a spouse. 
The rate of tax was not changed 
by the new law.” 
The other principal change in 
the law relates to life insurance 
paid to a named beneficiary. 
Previously, 
such 
insurance 
proceeds were not included in 
determining the value of an in­ 
heritance for tax purposes. Un­ 


der the new law they are in­ 
cluded. 
To balance this off, the first 
$20,000 of life insurance received 
by a husband or wife, and the 
first $5,000 of life insurance re­ 
ceived by a minor child, is tax 
exempt. Smith said 
Only life insurance over these 
amounts 
is 
included 
in 
de­ 
termining the value of an inher­ 
itance under the new law. 


“THERE 
IS 
absolutely 
no 
reason under the new law why 
the first $20,000 of life insur­ 
ance will not be paid immedi­ 
ately to a surviving husband or 
wife without delay and without 
one penny of tax liability. 
“I hope this will clear up the 
confusion and false fears that 
have been generated 
in the 
minds of many people about the 
changes in our Inheritance Tax 
law. 
“In an effort to clear up any 
other questions that may re­ 
main, I have arranged a full 
public hearing on 
the entire 
question which will be held in 
the House of Representatives 
on Oct. 16, a- 9 a m. Any per­ 
son may certainly appear if he 
wishes.”

Contrary to popular opinion, 
the financial pages are not de­ 
signed just for captains of in­ 
dustry,

mists, but are for Mr. and 
Mrs. Average American. 


Nobody today can truthfully 
say “I haven’t any interest in 
the stock market. It means 
nothing to me.’* If you are not 
one of the 22 million Ameri­ 
cans who own s t o c k , the 
chances are you own a life in­ 
surance policy, and insurance 
companies are big investors in 
the markets. The same applies 
if you have a bank account. 


FURTHERMORE, the com­ 
pany for which you w o r k 
doubtless has investments or 
is financed by stocks or bonds 


or both. And millions of Ameri­ 
cans are covered by company 
pension funds which are heavi­ 
ly i n v e s t e d in the stock 
market. 


Happily, you need no longer 
study high finance or become 
an expert in the jargon of Wall 
Street to comprehend what is 
going on in the financial world. 
The financial section of today’s 
newspaper not only presents 
day-by-day financial and busi­ 
ness news in readable and un­ 
derstandable form, but also in­ 
cludes background information 
to make the items meaningful 
in relation to the economy as 
a whole. 


THE BUSINESS or financial 
page contains news about cor­ 
porations—their sales, profits, 
new 
products, 
management 
changes. Other items cover 
important economic develop­ 
ments—the

of 
living, 
labor negotiations, the inter­

situation, 
auto production, international 
trade, unemployment. Federal 
Reserve Board credit policy.

All that was saved in the way 


of material possessions were 
her husband’s grandmother’s 
china and the frame of an an­ 
tique sofa. 
MARIE REMEMBERS going 
to work the next day and won­ 
dering “what to wear.” There 
wasn’t much of a choice. The 
Hards had only the clothes on 
their backs. 
“That’s when the city really 
took us into their hearts,” she 
commented. 
The village found a comfort­ 
able place for them to live, 
clothed and fed them until 
they recovered from the trag­ 
edy. Many of the townspeople 
delivered food, and neighbors 
and friends helped out in scores 
of different ways. Ever since, 
the Hards have had a strong 
attachment to Palatine. 
MARIE RAN FOR village 
clerk in 1961, and her success­ 
ful performance in that part­ 
time job rated re-election in 
1965.

ious consequences on food sup­ 
plies — and eventually food 
p r i c e s . 
Thus, 
commodity 
prices are of importance to 
the housewife as well as the 
farmer. 


Information of this nature 
affects all of us in our daily 
lives—whether we realize it 
or not. The somewhat dry sta­ 
tistics on the cost of living are 
reflected in what we pay for 
food at the supermarket or for 
repairs on the TV set. Federal 
credit policy will have a bear­ 
ing on the interest charges we 
will have to pay on a home 
mortgage or to finance t h a t 
new car. 


A STRIKE in an industry 
w h i c h is important to the 
economy of your community 
will 
have 
important 
conse­ 
quences to the area’s overall 
business picture—from depart­ 
ment store sales to employ­ 
ment in companies which sup­ 
ply the struck industry. 


The impact of the day’s 
business news also will be felt 
in the stock market because 
these same developments have 
a bearing on the fortunes of 
those companies whose securi­ 
ties—both stocks and bonds— 
are publicly owned and trad­ 
ed. 
Most newspapers today car­ 
ry 
a 
fairly 
comprehensive 
summary of the day’s activity 
on the stock market. This is 
supplemented by the stock ta­ 
bles which record the activity 


and price movements of se­ 
curities. 
The vast majority of inves­ 
tors buy and sell stocks listed 
on the New York Stock Ex­ 
change or one of the other se­ 
curities exchanges around the 
country. The stock and bond 
transactions on the exchanges 
appear on tickers in the order 
in which the sales are made. 


COMPUTERS IN the press 
associations arrange them in 
alphabetical order, enter the 
opening, high, low and last 
prices, and calculate the net 
change of each issue—general­ 
ly the difference between the 
close or last price and the 
previous dose. 
The newspaper listings also 
give the daily total sales for 
each stock, its high and low 
for the year and information 
on stock or cash dividends. 
All listed stocks, however, 
do not appear on the tape ev­ 
ery day simply because there 
may have been no trades in 
some of them. Bid and asked 
prices on these issues are gen­ 
erally carried in a separate 
tabulation. The bid price is the 
highest anyone is willing to pay 
ffor a stock at the time; the 
asked, the lowest anyone is 
willing to sell it for. 


WHEN YOU want to buy or 
sell a security, you go to an 
experienced stock brokerage 
firm to find a seller or a buy­ 
er for you. It is the function 
of the various security ex­ 
changes to expedite the pro­ 


cedure of bringing buyers and 
sellers together. 
The tables generally record 
the movement of stocks on the 
New York and American stock 
exchanges as well as other 
so-called 
regional exchanges 
such as the Midwest and Pa­ 
cific Coast. In addition, many 
newspapers r e p o r t transac­ 
tions on stocks which are trad­ 
ed 
in 
the 
over-the-counter 
market and mutual funds. 
The over-the-counter market 
is not a market in the sense 
that we think of the New York 
or American stock exchanges. 
Rather it is a whole series of 
markets all over the nation, 
and some of the issues traded 
on these markets represent 
real “Blue Chip” companies 
as w’ell as thousands of fledg­ 
ling companies. 


A MUTUAL fund is a com­ 
pany which uses its capital to 
invest in the shares of other 
companies. It offers investors 
professional 
money 
manage­ 
ment and broad diversification 
of their investment dollars. 
Of all the items tabulated in 
the financial section, probably 
the most misunderstood are 
the market averages. The best 
known and most widely used 
averages are those calculated 
by Dow Jones & Co. 
The Dow Jones averages 
date back to 1897, which makes 
them a tradition in the finan­ 
cial district. Many p e o p l e , 
however, are puzzled by the 
fact that the averages are 


far higher than the prices of 
the individual companies that 
make them up. This is due to 
divisors which compensate for 
stock splits and stock divi­ 
dends paid over the years. 
Another 
misconception 
in­ 
volving the Dow Jones aver­ 
ages is that it represents ac­ 
tual dollars and cents. To the 
question “How’s the market?” 
people will often say “It’s up 
$2.50,” or “It’s down $1.50.” 


HOWEVER, the a v e r a g e 
really represents points, not 
dollars. In fact, if you wanted 
to convert the Dow Jones In­ 
dustrial Average into dollars 
and cents, a point would be 
the equivalent of about 7.5 
cents. 
There also are many other 
measures of the market, in­ 
cluding Standard & Poor’s 500. 
The newest—and one of the 
best—is the New York Stock 
Exchange Index, created by 
the Big Board in 1966. This in­ 
dex portrays the price move­ 
ments of the more than 1,250 
stocks listed on the Exchange. 
This contrasts to the 30 stocks 
used in the Dow Jones Indus­ 
trial Average. 
While the New York Stock 
Exchange average is not ex­ 
pressed in dollars and cents, 
it is close to the current aver­ 
age price of $50 of all com­ 
mon stocks listed on the Ex­ 
change. Changes in the index, 
therefore, are close to the real 
dollars - and 
-cents shifts in 
stock prices.

Today, the re­ 
sults of this production are “an­ 
tiques’’ sought after by Amer­ 
icans all across the land as a 
way of preserving the magnifi­ 
cence of early America. 
With 38 registered dealers 
from five states participating, 
the show was one of the most 
complete held in the entire Chi- 
cato area and all northern Illi­ 
nois. 
There 
were 
literally 
thousands of china pieces and 
hundreds of pewter pieces. Can- 
dlemolds and grease lamps, 
guns and swords, simple, stur­ 
dy but proud furniture, toys 
mechanical banks and old mu­ 
sic, whatever your fancy, it 
was all there. 


A M O N G THE interesting 
pieces were the toys which 
were enjoyed by young and old 
alike at the show. When the 
pioneers first came to the 
shores of America, the only 
toys the children had w e r e 
those they brought with them. 
So toys were made and made- 
do. It was not until after the 
Civil War that dolls were man­ 
ufactured in America, and the 
early ones have become pre­ 
cious collector’s items.

Alice Billings uses a meat 
loaf mixture of beef, veal and 
pork, 
adds 
seasoned 
bread 
c r u m b s and egg. She forms 
this into s m a l l 
balls and 
browns them, then simply adds 
tomato soup and water to the 
pan with a little prepared bar­ 
becue sauce for flavor. 
“The meat balls are deli­ 
cious served with a rice ring 
or 
mashed 
potatoes,” 
Alice 
said, “and French-style green 
beans are a good accompani­ 
ment.” 
ALICE 
ALSO 
has 
served 
these tiny meat balls as appe­ 
tizers, adding a little m o r e 


barbecue sauce to make them 
spicier 
and 
keeping 
t h e m 
warm in a chafing dish. 
When she makes her Creole 
Steak, she simmers pieces of 
round steak in tomato soup, 
adding celery, onion and peas 
the last half hour of cooking 
time.

They buy a ticket and they ex­ 
pect to be entertained . . . and 
rightfully so.” 
After taking a few minutes to 
I happily digest these statements, 
which strongly echo my own 
! feelings on the subject, I went 
on to Weiss’s next paragraph: 
“It’s 
about 
time 
that 
the 
various groups in the area start­ 
ed working more closely togeth­ 
er in providing the best theatre 
possible to area residents. The 
first step in this direction will 
take place shortly when the 
p r e s i d e n t s of several local 
groups get together to discuss 
ways in which they might co­ 
operate more closely.” 
AMEN, M s Weiss, and that’s 
the most sanguine news for the 
future of northwest suburban 
community 
theatre 
that 
has 
come to my attention in a long 
time. 
May the meeting you 
mentioned develop into a united 
effort to dispel group jealousies 
and bring about increased dedi­ 
cation to the sole purpose of 
these groups individually and 
collectively — excellence in the­ 
atre, whether it be comedy, 
drama, 
melodrama 
or what- 
have-you. 
There was more to Weiss’s 
letter — a refutation of Marsh’s 
refutation of Stage Inc.’s being 
“first” with the evening of mel­ 
odrama, etc. But I prefer to 
agree wTith his initial statement 
that who does what first is 
academic. If we must have ri­ 
valry, let’s put it on another 
plane: Who will do it best?

Tips on good grooming and 
proper wardrobe care — the 
"little tricks of the trade1’ — 
are always of value to the man 
who is conscious of his appear­ 
ance.

Love may be what makes the 
world go ’round, but change is 
what keeps the circuit excit­ 
ing.

It’s not enough to ouy a smash­ 
ing new outfit. Accessories are 
essential, and some of the hot­ 
test offerings are in earrings. 
lf you have pierced ears, the 
news is even better. 


Far piercing has reached the 
luge stage. 
For about two 
yeai-s, 
it’s 
been 
coming 
in 
slowly. This season, the most 
glorious earrings, in colored 
plastics, burnished silver and 
antique gold, are made for 
pierced ears. 


W hat’s the starting place for 
this new fashion fancy? The 
telephone! Call your doctor and 
inquire about ear piercing. He 
may do it himself, or he may 
recommend a reputable jew­ 
eler for the task. Either way, 
the process is simple, and so 
painless you’ll still be waiting 
for something to happen when 
your new earrings are already 
in place. It takes less than five 
minutes, from 
beginning 
to 
end. 


Your doctor or the jeweler 
will first sterilize the skin with 
antiseptic. Then’ he’ll measure 
and mark the middle of the 
lobes, where the holes should 
go. Don’t be astonished to find 
that your ears aren’t identical 
— nobody else’s are, either. 


Once the ears are pierced, 
earrings must be inserted im­ 
mediately to keep the skin from 
growing back together again. 
These 
first earrings, 
whose 
stems will be sterilized before 
use, are called “buttons” or 
“ posts.” They should be made 
of real gold, at least 14-karat 
in quality. Other metals and 
cheaper gold won’t w’ork as 
well; by oxidizing, they can 
cause minor irritation of the 
earlobes.

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History Of 
Lane Bryant 


Tho first Lane Bryant shop] 
was founded in 1900 by Mrs 
Lane Bryant, born Lena Him- 
melstein in Lithuania, who ar­ 
rived in the United States at the 
age of 16 to m arry the son of 
a distant relative. Rather than 
m arry the young man, whom 
she did not love, she joined her j 
sister in New York and went to 
work in a shop that made fine I 
lingerie. 


She m arried David Bryant, a 
young jeweler, who died in 1900 
within a year after their son, 
Raphael, was born. Left with 
only a pair of diamond earrings j 
which she pawned to buy a 
sewing machine, she embarked 
on the career of making fine 
lingerie for the carriage tra d e ; 
to support herself and her in- j 
fant son. 


Her skill in styling and fine \ 
workmanship earned her a wide 
reputation and she was asked 
one day to design a maternity 
tea gown for a woman of fash 
ion who wished to entertain at 
home. It was an era when preg-1 
nancy was never discussed by 
“ nice” people, but the famous 
Number 5 tea gown was so 
successful that carriages began 
to 
arrive daily 
at the little 
dressm aker’s shop, the occu-1 
pants of which sometimes had 
their 
drivers 
park 
several; 


blocks away to avoid recogni­

In 1909, Mrs. Bryant married 
Albert Malsin, a young engi­ 
neer, who combined his sill with 
hers to design patterns to make 
ready-to-wear maternity clothes. 


When the New York Herald 
took the first maternity adver­ 
tisement in 1911, Lane Bryant 
decided to go into the 
mail 
order business and published 
her first printed catalog which 
showed the original maternity 
dress as the fifth garment in 
the book, and was thereafter 
called the famous “ Number 5.” 
A friend of the family, Harry 
Li verm an, convinced the Mal- 
sins that the company should 
em bark on a program of spe­ 
cialization. Mr. Liverman joined 
the firm and later was to serve 
as board chairman until his 
death in 1961. At first, the Mal- 
sins concerned themselves with 
designing clothes for the stout 
figure, in addition to its m a­ 
ternity 
line.
